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having been confined in such jail, as is provided in the
next section of this act.

SEctIOoN 4. Persons imprisoned for non-payment of
fine, may be discharged from imprisonment by such
justices of the peace, under the provisions of this act,
(])nly upon haviog been confined in such jail as fol-

ows:

On imprisonment for non-payment of fine of five
dollars, ten days. :
1 On fine of ten dollars and above five dollars, fifteen

ays.

On imprisonment for non-pavment of fine over ten
dollars and not over twenty dollars, thirty days.

On imprisonment for non-payment of fiae over
twenty and not over thirty dollars, forty days.

On imprisonment for non-payment of any sum over
thirty dollars, the person imprisoned may be discharg-
ed in the manner now provided by law.

On imprisonment for non-payment of fine over thirty
dollars and not over forty dollars, sixty days.

For the non-payment of any fine exceeuing forty
dollars, seventy-five days.

SecTION 5. The fees of sheriff, witnesses and justices
of the peace in the proceedings under this chapter,
shall be the same as is allowed for services in criminal
cases, excepting that each of the justices shall be al-
lowed two dollars for each day spent in hearing the
appiication.

SkcTION 6. All acts and parts of acts, contravening
the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed.

SectioN 7. This actshall take effect and be in force
from the date of its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 156.

AN ACT to authorize the state treasurer to retain certain mon-
eys belongin'g 1o Taylor county, and to pay the same over to
the county of Lincoln.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as_follows :
SkctioN 1. The state treasurer is hereby authorized
and required to retain any and all moneys that may
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come into his hands from the delinquent taxes collect- county and pay
ed on state lands located in the present territory of county.
Taylor county, or that are now in his hands belonging
to said Taylor county from said delinquent tax, not ex-
ceeding in amonat the sam that has already been paid
over to said Taylor county by said treasurer, collected
from landsin said Taylorcounty that heretofore belonged
to Lincoln county, and to hold the same until the said
counties of Taylor and Lincoln shall settle and adjust
all differences existing between said counties in rela-
tion to moneys accruing from the collection and distri-
bution of said delinquent taxes, and then to pay the
same in accordance with said settlement.

SkerioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.

that have not been ouce sold, and all such lands that
have been once sold and forfeited to the state, and are
now held by the state, to the uniform price of fifty
cents per acre, with the amount of unpaid taxes added.
thereto; provided, that the above reduction shall not
apply to any of said lands now under contract, and
which may herealiter become forfeited to the state, un-
til the expiration of two years after such forfeiture.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from aud after its passage and publication.
